The next year the triumph of our arms seemed 
assured, bpt the Democratic peacé platform of 
Chicago kept the majority up to: 60,055, buat at 
the succeeding election, the steam being off, it 
fell to 89,836,’ In 1867 the safety of the nation 

— permanentiy assured, and down went 

majority to 2,983; but the very next year, 
the Democracy showme, as Mr. Greeley had 
said, that its chief purpose was to “hate nig- 
gers.” up went the majority to 42,617 in the 
largest total vote ever polled in the State. 
Thinking that.their gréat mission was at Jast 
accomplished, the Republicans . allowed. their 
majority to drop the very next year to 6,822, but 
in 1871, Kukluxism having meantime made its 
appearance, Gov: Noyes had 16,084 over two 
eompetitors.
